Edge of the Mountain ; but the Evening: being dark he could not purſue them ſo cloſe as 
to feize any of them, but found a Bag of Oarmeal; a Roll of Tobacco, and an old Petti- 
coat, in the Petticoat were ten.Letters quilted, and in a Cleft ſtick which was in the 
middle of the «Tobacco Rolls, was another Letter, written by one Mrs. Zoegar, allo 
Ruth Coffee (who was the Dutcheſs of Portsmonth's Operator) to her Husband, who is a 
Collonel in King Zames's Army. The Contents are as foliow : She acquaints her Husband, 
that the Engliſh are very negligent and ſecyre in their Quarters, by which means her 
Friends (meaning the Rapperies) have done very conſiderable Service in molt Parts of the 
Kingdom, under the Obedience of the. Engliſh, particularly, in the County of Wicklow, 
where they are in great Numbers daily: doing goed Service by cutting off the Herericks, 
and . plundering them of their Cattle 3 That there were ſome Horſes and Kettle Drums 
lately taken from the Engliſh near Mullingar : That the French were not unmindful of 
them and their Cauſe ; and Tyrcommel would ſoon viſit them, with a very conſiderable 
Force from France; that the Soldiers in Dublin were very few and poor deipicable Crea- 
tures ; for having no Pay, they would doe any thing for a bit of Bread : So that if Sars- 
field moved over the Shannon, with any conſiderable Force, not only the Army, but the 
Militia would be drawn hence, and then her Friends here could eaſily ſet the Town on 
Fire, by doing it-each in their own Houſe and Lodgings, and whilſt People were endea- 
vouring to ſave what was valuable from the Flames, they had force enough ro deſtroy 
them. And ſhe farther adds, that they could not for ſome time agree to the burning, 
teſt the Records of the whole Kingdom ſhould be burnt, but had now found out an ex- 
pedient to ſalve that Scruple, and therefore were fully reſolved on that undertaking. | 

Mr. Gamball having brought the Woman to the Lords Juſtices, who had the Night before 

received his Majeſties Letter for calling a Privy Council, they ordered him to attend at 
: the Council , where were Sworn Ten of them, which were all that were in Town, vzz. 
; The Two Lords Juſtices, the Arch-biſhop of Dublin, Lord Longford, Lord Drogheds, Lord 
Granard, Lord Biſhop of Meath, Lord Lisburn, Captain Fitsgerald, and the Chancellour 
of the Exchequer, before whom Mr. Gamball produced the Letters, and gave an Account of 
the manner of finding them. Mrs. Heegan being 2sKt if ſhe wrote that Letter, ſhe confeſt 
ſhe did, and rhought no one could blame her for doing what ſhe had done. The Counſel ad- 
journ®d till Fivethis Evening, and are now Sirting to confider of this Matter,and alſo what 
Courſe to take with the Papiſts which are taken into Cuſtody, to prevent the michief 
deligned. 

Slionel Brewer hath taken great pains in fortifying eMulingar, and hath planted Guns 
on the Works, that there is no Danger of their deſcent that way : About Sixty five-Prote- 
Rant Women and ſome Children were ſent by the Iriſh fram A:h/9ze under a Guard, who 
as ſoon as they brought them to the Bridge of Slain, moſt barbaroully ſtripped them, nor 
leaving them fo much as would cover their Nakedneſs, Colonel Herberr being quartered 
at Longford was fo exaſperated at this uſage, that he ſent and ſtripp'd the Iriſh that were 10 
the Villeges adjacent to cloath ther, Here

T baving been ebſerved, that divers Papiſts, and others diſaffetted to the Government, ſome 
I of whom are lately come out of the Enemy's Quarters, do daily reſort unto this City of Dub. 
A. lin, azd intoche Liberries of S, Sepulcher*s, Thomas-Court, and Donorez and do pre. 
ſume v6 only in the Day, but in the Night time, to meet in Numbers, to the Intent, as le have 
great reaſon ro apprehend,then to conſult how to raiſe Diſturbances to the prejudice of their Majeſties 
Government,ana to continuc the Rebellion 1n this Kingdom, as alſo to deſtroy this City by Fire, which 
ſome of them(as we are credibly inform'd)b4te threatned,and deſign to do. For Remeayt her e,of 
the Mrſchicfs that bappen upon ſuch Reſort and Mectings:;We do hereby ſtriftly Charge, and Require 
all Perſons w.:it ſoever of the Popiſh Religion, who have not been noted Houſe-Keepers within t 
City, or Liberties aforeſaid,for the ſpace of three Months laſt paſt, that within Forty Eight Hours 
after the Publiſhing of this our Proclamation, they dodepart our of the ſaid City, and Liberties, and 
repair to their ſer: ral Habitations, or other places intihis Countr;. at leaſt Ten Miles diſtant from 
tris Cu x 4% rf they ſhall neglett, or refuſe to do, they ſhall 5+ apprehended, and proceeded a- 
gainſt, as Spies, and Per/c 115 deſigning the Diſturbance of the Publick, Peace; And in order 10 
the wore effcttua! Execurion of this Our Proclamation, We /ertby require the Lord- Mayor and 
Sheriffs of tie City of 'Inblin, and the Seneſchals of the ſaid Liberties, to cauſe diligent Search 
and Enquiry tobe 1144” [:mediattly after the time hereby lumited, for the departure of ſuch Per- 
fors as aſur: ſaid, gs all Honſes and Places throughout the ſaid City and Liberties, and a true Account 
t0ve taken of the Names, aud Qualities of ſuch as ſhall be found therein, not qualified as afore- 
faid, which ts forthwith ro be returned unto Vs, under the Hands of the ſaid Lord- Mayor and 
Sheriffs, and Sentſchals of the ſaid Liberties, — we will pive Order to have them pro- 
ceeded againſt with the utmoſt Rigour of Their Majeſties Laws, and We do 1ereby farther Declare, 
That if any ſuch Papſt, or other Diſaffeted Perſon, after the Feurth Day of December next, 
not being Houſe-Keepess as aforeſaid, ſhall repair unto the ſaid City or Liberties, aid there abide 
by the ſpace of Twenry Four Hours, after ſuch Perſon, or Perſons ſhall come thither, without 
rendring Him, Her, or Themſelves, to the Lord-MMayor, or one of the Sheriffs or Al- 
dermen of the ſaid City, or one of the Seneſchals of the ſaid Liberties, to the end it may 
be known in what Houſe, or Pariſh, He, She, or They, take up His, Her, or their 
Lndging ; or, if above the number of Frye Papiſts, or Diſaffefted Perſons, as aforeſaid, whe- 
ther Houſe Keepers, or vthers, ſhall preſume to meet together in any Houſe, or place within the 
City, or Liberties aforeſaid, on any pretence whatſoever, cither by Day, or by Night, or ſhall be 
out of His, Her, or Their Lodging, or Lodgings after I jne of the Clock at Night: In either 
of theſe Caſes, if any Perſon, or Perſons ſhall be ſo Hardy, as not to give due Obeaicnce to our 
Dirctions aforeſaid, they ſhall be proſtcured with the utmoſt Severity, as Contemners of Their 
Majeſties Royal Authoriiy: And becauſe Rewards as well as Puniſhments ave neceſſarily con- 
ducins to the Diſcovery of ſuch as ſhall offend in the particulars aforeſaid : We do hereby Publiſh 
ai:d Declhre, That as we will ſevercly puniſh ſuch Offenders as aforeſaid, the Receivers and 
Harbouvers of them contrary to this Our Proclamation, ſo We will give a Reward of Twenty Shil- 
lings to each Perſon who ſhall gsve Information againſt any ſuch Offenders, in any of the aforeſaid 
Paticulars, to be immcdtately paid out of Their Majeſties Treaſury, upon Proof of ſuch Offence, 
or Offences, made before the Lora-Mayor of the ſaid Cuy.
